Forest  Service  Prepares  For  100th  Birthday

B  efore  March  30,  1891,  govern¬ 
ment  policy  regarding  public  lands  was 
principally  concerned  with  disposing  of 
land.  In  1891  however.  Congress  passed 
the  Creation  Act  establishing  the  Yellow¬ 
stone  Park  Forest  Reserve.  This  was  the 
first  moment  in  conservation  history;  the 
seed  of  what  has  become  the  complex  sys¬ 
tem  of  national  forests,  national  parks, 
wildlife  refuges,  and  Bureau  of  Land 
Management  lands  so  important  to  us  to¬ 
day. 

In  1991,  the  Forest  Service  will  cele¬ 
brate  100  years  of  the  National  Forest  Sys¬ 
tem.  Forest  Service  Chief  Dale  Robertson 
considers  the  centennial  “a  unique  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  share  with  our  fellow  citizens  the 
proud  history  of  the  national  forests.”  The 
goals  of  the  centennial  celebration  are  to 
heighten  public  awareness  of  natural  re¬ 


source  conservation,  encourage  secondary 
schools  to  include  conservation  history  and 
issues  in  their  curriculum,  and  to  increase 
Forest  Service  employees’  appreciation  of 
the  intellectual,  cultural,  and  historical 
framework  of  conservation  history. 

Celebrations  are  being  planned  in  na¬ 
tional  forests  throughout  the  country.  In 
Region  One  a  planning  committee  has 
proposed  a  long  list  of  events,  including: 
applying  to  enter  the  Region’s  pack  train  in 
the  1990  Tournament  of  Roses  Parade;  a 
rededication  of  the  Theodore  Roosevelt 
Memorial  Highway  on  Marias  Pass;  a  For¬ 
est  Service  /Park  Service  poster;  a  Yellow¬ 
stone  Reserve  poster;  various  media  events 
and  publications;  and  a  momento  to  all 
Region  One  employees. 

On  a  national  level  the  Northern  Re¬ 
gion  will  co-host,  with  the  University  of 


Montana,  a  history 
conference  on  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  the 
National  Forest  S  ys- 
tem.  In  conjunction 
with  the  Centennial 
celebration,  a  na¬ 
tional  reunion  of 
Forest  Service  em¬ 
ployees  and  retirees 
is  being  hosted  by  the  White  River  NF  in 
Glenwood  Springs,  Colorado.

Neighbors  Lend  a  Hand 

Sheyenne  Ranger  District  (Sheyenne  National  Grasslands)  is  lo¬ 
cated  on  the  eastern  edge  of  North  Dakota  -  a  five-hour  drive  from  the 
nearest  neighboring  District.  When  a  prescribed  burn  was  planned  last 
spring  to  enhance  the  wildlife  habitat  and  livestock  forage  of  the 
Grasslands,  the  District’s  staff  of  five  (district  ranger,  resource  assistant, 
range  technician,  support  services  supervisor,  and  clerk  typist)  needed 
help. 

Re.sponse  to  that  need  came  from  the  local  communities  as  well  as 
Forest  Service  employees  from  Medora,  McKenzie,  and  Beartoolh 
Districts,  and  the  Supervisor’s  Office  in  Billings.  Permittees  from  the 
Sheyenne  Valley  Grazing  Association,  North  Dakota  State  Forest 
Service,  and  the  Lisbon,  Enderlin-Sheldon,  and  Wyndmere  volunteer 
fire  departments  all  supplied  volunteer  manpxiwer  and  equipment. 
Three  employees  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  also  pitched  in. 

This  cooperative  effort  is  a  good  example  of  the  kind  of  partner¬ 
ships  that  are  needed  to  see  us  through  the  challenges  of  natural  resource 
management  in  the  ‘90’s.

Money  received 
from  aluminum  cans  was  donated  by  the  Girl  Scouts  to  the  local 
animal  shelter  for  new  cages. 

Rexford  and  Fortine  Districts  set  up  recycling  (exchange)  proj¬ 
ects  for  U'ces,  shrubs  and  flower  bulbs  working  with  Girl  Scouts  and 
school  groups  on  beautification  projects.  Forest  Service  employees 
painted  the  Rexford  School  House  and  old  Rexford  Church  located 
in  Eureka’s  Historical  Village,  and  refinished  tables  and  benches  in 
Eureka  City  Park. 

On  Cabinet  District,  a  full  slate  of  activities  were  accomplished 
on  Earth  Day  including  involving  employees  and  the  Noxon  Park  As¬ 
sociation  in  a  cleanup  of  Triangle  Pond.

aw  enforcement  officers  from  the  Clearwater  and  Nez 
Perce  Forests  gave  an  outstanding  showing  at  the  semi-annual 
Refresher/Requalification  meet  in  Missoula,  Montana.  Officers 
were  required  to  pass  a  combat  pistol  course,  judgement  shoot,  and 
Gong  Shoot  (speed  and  accuracy).  In  addition,  each  officer  is 
required  to  pass  the  Physical  Efficiency  Battery  (PEB),  which 
includes  Ufting  weights,  a  flexibility  test,  a  timed  obstacle  course, 
a  1 .5  mile  run  and  last,  but  not  least,  a  body  fat  test. 

Participants  from  the  Clearwater  and  Nez  Perce  NFs  took 
home  three  out  of  four  of  the  trophies  awarded.  Bill  Carpenter, 
Clearwater  District,  Nez  Perce  National  Forest  took  home  the 
coveted  Brent  Jacobson  Memorial  Award,  which  is  given  for  the 
highest  combined  score  from  the  physical  fitness  requirements  and 
the  combat  pistol  course.  Chuck  Wilson,  Palouse  District,  Clear¬ 
water  National  Forest  earned  the  Gong  Shoot  Award  for  best 
accuracy  and  speed  with  a  handgun.  The  Physical  Fitness  Award 
(highest  score  for  the  physical  fitness  requirements)  went  to  Mike 
Merkley,  Clearwater  and  Nez  Perce  National  Forests. 

Nez  Perce  and  Clearwater  National  Forest  law  enforcement 
officers  are  required  to  pass  the  physical  fitness  test  twice  a  year. 


In  Memoriam 


Frank  C.  (Jack)  Curtiss  died  April  7  in  Mesa,  Arizona,  at  age  83. 
A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Montana,  Jack  worked  for  the  Forest 
Service  for  42  years,  beginning  as  a  fire  lookout.  He  served  in  various 
positions  on  the  Beaverhead  and  Gallatin  NFs,  was  supervisor  of  the 
Custer  NF  for  several  years,  worked  in  the  Regional  Office  in  Missoula, 
and  in  1957,  transferred  to  the  W.O.  as  assistant  director  of  the  division  of 
range  management.  In  1962  he  became  assistant  regional  forester  in 
charge  of  range  management  for  Region  Four. 

Rolf  Jorgensen,  a  retiree  who's  Forest  Service  career  spanned  36 
years,  died  June  25  at  age  77.  Rolf  began  his  career  as  a  foreman  with  the 
Civilian  Conservation  Corps  in  1933.  He  served  as  district  ranger  for  the 
Dixie  and  Salmon  River  Districts  of  the  Nez  Perce  NF,  and  as  Fire,  Range 
and  Wildlife  staff  officer  at  the  Nez  Perce  S.O.  He  was  supervisor  of  the 
Deerlodge  NF  (1956-66),  and  retired  as  branch  chief  of  watershed  manage¬ 
ment  in  the  Division  of  Soils  &  Watershed,  R-1  Regional  Office  in  1969.
